


LOOKING FOR 
FIRST WIN!

WYCOMBE were. 
left still looking for 
their first win of the 
season following their 2- 
0 defeat at Sutton 
United on Saturday in 
the Berger Isthmian 
League. 
. Attimes Wycombe dic- 
tated play, but a goal on 
the break in the first half 
meant that they had to 
throw caution to the wind 
in the closing minutes to 
try and take a point. 

This gave Sutton the op- 
portunity to seal the match 
with their second goal in the 
fourth minute of injury time. 

Paul’ West made his first 
team debut, preferred in 








midfield to Steve Long who 
has now returned from 
holiday. West, who is the 
first player to move up from 
the reserves, settled in well, 
although on a couple of oc- 
casions he held on to the ball 
too long. 


Although Wycombe spent 


much of the match in their 
opponents’ half Sutton had 
their moments too. But they 
found Gary. Lester in 
brilliant form. 

Lester gave the crowd a 
taste of what was to come in 


-the ninth minute when he 


managed to prevent Micky 
Cornwell from scoring as he 
ran onto a fine pass by Ste 

Rogers. = 





A minute later Gary Toll 
was pushed in the edge of the 
area, but the resulting free 
kick was put just wide by 
Howard Kennedy. Then 
Terry Glynn found his name 
going into the referee’s book 
when he failed to retreat 
from a free kick on the edge 
of Wycombe’s area. 

Wycombe went straight up 
to the other end and Toll put 
the ball in the net. But the 
whistle went for off-side. 

Then Tony Price saw a 

- cross carried by the wind and 
scrape the far post. The ball 
was picked up by a Sutton 
player and from Graham 

Dennis it was passed down 
thé left wingto Micky Joyce. 


He went into the Blues’ 

area and despite the atten- 
tion of Birdseye and Lester, 
slipped the ball home to put 
Sutton into the lead.

Wycombe then had a 
series of corners, one of 
which ended with Keith 

_Mead heading narrowly past 
the post. On the break Lester 
palmed over a Joyce header 
and then in the 26th minute 

Cornwell received an injury 
Which resulted in him being 
stretchered off the field. - 

Challenged by Birdseye, 
Cornwell back headed a 
cross. It seemed that 
Birdseye accidentally hit 
Cornwell in the face with his 
elbow, depressing Cornwell’s 
cheek bone. After a stop- 
page of about five minutes 
Cornwell was taken to 
hospital. : 

As time ran out Wycombe 
threw everybody in to at- 
tack. It nearly worked, 
when, from a free kick Mead 
saw his header hit a post. 

Then Borg, who as in 
previous matches made 
some fine sorties into the op- 
ponents’ half, was brought 
down within inches of the 
Sutton area, 

But the free kick brought 
nothing, and Lester was 
forced to make another good 
save when Sutton broke. 
Then, in the fourth minute of 
injury time, Lester and Borg 
contrived to stop two shots 
between them before Par- 
sons finally put the ball over 
the line, to sink any hopes 
Wycombe might have had of 
a point.
